I have changed it to 968% to conform to the Assayer's report. As- 
say No. 66, the fineness of the gold is entered as 415%: I have 
changed it to A064 to conform to the Assayer'sreport.

Referring to your bullion and coin accounts for the quarter ended March 31, 1888, your 
attention is respectfully directed to the following discrepancies, viz: 


Silver mint receipt No. | is herewith returned that the number of ounces may be written 
on the face of it. 


Referring to the abstract sheets: deposits of gold bullion, assay No. 24, the fineness 
entered on the abstract sheet is 928. I have changed it to 928 % (OK) to conform to the Assayer’s 
report. Assay No. 66, the fineness of the gold is entered as 415 % ; I have changed it to 406 4 
(OK) to conform to the Assayer’s report. Assay No. 416, the fineness of the silver is entered at 
170; I have changed it to 270 (OK) to conform to the Assayer’s report. 


Transfers of silver for recoinage: The footing of the standard weight contained in the 
February transfers is entered on your abstract sheets as 11,714.07; the correct footing is 
11,694.07 (OK). The <correct 11694.07> total standard weight is entered as 23,554.98. (OK, 
correct) 


Re-deposits of gold bullion: Assay No. 15, no alloy charge <U.S. coin no alloy required> 
was imposed, and Nos. 37 and 38, no charges of any kind were imposed. The following re- 
deposits of gold bullion have no melting charge imposed: assay numbers, 2477, 2478, 2479, 
2485, 2486, 2487, 2488, 16, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 37, 38, 111, 112, 123, 124, 125, 126, 144,

532, 565 and 566. On the following re-deposits, each of which is less than 1,000 ounces, a 
charge of 1/10 of 1 per cent has been imposed for melting, whereas the regulations require a 
charge of $1.00, viz: assay Nos. 332, 496 and 501. 
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Gold bullion deposits: Assay No. 60, the parting charge should be 2 cents and not 3 cents. 
Assay No. 131, the standard weight is entered as 8.871; it should be 8.771, but the footings and 
values are correct. Assay No. 95, there is no charge for alloy. 


Small silver purchases: Assay No. 664 #4, the parting charge should be 3 cents an ounce 
instead of 2 4 cents, making an overpayment of 26 cents. Assay No. 677 (677) #7, the parting 
charge should be 3 cents an ounce instead of 2 4% cents, making an overpayment of 29 cents. 


Silver bullion purchases: Assay Nos. 58 and 59, no charges (M.B.) have been imposed. 
Assay No. 71, the parting charge should have been 2 % cents instead of 3 cents an ounce. Assay 
No. 90, no refining charge is imposed. (not necessary)

Boston, Mass. We are instructed to follow the Quartermaster’s Report — which makes the 
distance from Philada. to Boston 321 miles at 4/10 = 1.28 — but subsequently we find that from 
Phila. to N.Y. is 91 miles, and from N.Y. to Boston 217 miles — or together 308 miles. You will 
find that upon this latter basis we compelled the Adams Express to change their rates, and it is 
now $1.23.
